: | Provinces his confederares, 
with a great Army that he had gathered abour 
Clandirple , made an inrode into the higher 
Hangariataking along with himeighteene pet» 
ces of great Ordinance : with this his vncx- 
pected comming he preſently obrained of the 
Nobilitie, whom hee had made afraide, and 
who pollefſed theſe places, that they ſhould 
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foyne wich him. But he conſtrained Huwanote 
(who fora while reſiſted him, yet not being of 
ſufficient ſtrength to hold our, ) to.depart into 
Polonia, 

| Thenforthetaking inof Caſſonir, Rede, and 
Serſch, Coronels being ſent by Berhlem Gabor 
Prince of Iranſiinanra with an Army, required 
thar che Captaine, who was within the Citic 
Dots ſhould be delivered intotheir power, this 
threatning bzingadded, that except heealiue 
wcrepermitred ynto them, they would ſpare 
neither infants nor ſucking babes. Who there- 
forc receiuing him into their power, diſrobed

The Emperour afticr the Coronation dc- 
parting 
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parting from Franck/err vpon the eight of Sep< 
tember, came to Awbarg vpon the cighteenth 
- of September,and there taking an oath ſet for= 
ward toeMonach and to Grece. | 
Butquoy inthe meane ſpace after he hadra« 
ken in Pifſec in Bohemia,zappointed to march to- 
wards Thaboy : but being preuented by the Bo- 
hemians, hee pitched bis Campe at Merovits, 
Thethecr alſo the Bobemians followed him, 
oppoling their Campe vnto his,and obſeruing 
all his endeauours : whereupon ſundry times 
they fought, and when vpon the fourth of 
September, atroupe of Spaniards wentſome- 
what toofarre fromthe Campe, they falling 
ypon the Bohemians, loſt about fiue hundred 
Souldiers. = 
Act whattime Bucquoyhad receiued inteligence 
that Feydinando way elected Emperour; tm tlie 
night, that followed the.ſeuenth day of Sep- 
tember, he ſet his Army.inarray,, thrice ſhoo-» 
ting of all his Qudinanceand Gunnes.,.in ſigne 
of ioy ;. but the. Boherians,-who'were tgno- 
rant of this thing, all the night Canding in bat- 
tlearay , expected whar-might befall. Both 
ſides kept themſc]ues within their campes, yn- 
till of a ſudden Burqunoy teeciued: al mcllage 
fromthe Arch-Duke Leezo/d;; whereby hee 


was admoniſhed of the yhexpedted entrie of

gary, and was commaunded to leed his Army

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into lower Aufris, and thereto fortifie the ca- 
ſtles and chiefe rotwnes. But before heewent 
out of Bohemia, he aſlaulted the caſtle Roſenberg, 
pertaining to Swanberg, and taking it, ſent away 
the Souldiers with bagge and baggage. A Gar- 
riſon being put therein, hee departed with his 
Army out of the Kingdome, and ſtopped vp 
all che paſſages whereby the Bohemians might 
followe aftcr him, who were conſtrained by 
going abour ro goeto helpe the Morauians, af- 
ter they had heard of the warre there, After 
his departure the Bohemians ſent part of their 
Army to recouer Bechin, which rowne Bucquoy 
had raken invpon the thirteenth of A#ge#Z,and 
by enforcing open a gate through an engine, 
| they tooke it , the Garriſon Souldiers for the 
moſt part being flaine, and the Captaine and 
the Ancicnrt being ſent to Prague. 
Aﬀter they recoucred Thine by compoſiti- 
on , whichtowne Bucquey had taken in vpon 
the ſcuenteenth of Augaf. On the other ſide 
7 ampir tooke Lundebarg with no ſmall lofſe of 
his owne men. | 
Afﬀaires being framed at Ceſſoxe according to 
the deſtre of Berhlems Gaber Prince of Trenfina- 
»'s, and moſt of the cities , for Mywe bein 
bound to him by oath , Satch and Rede wir 
cighteene thouſand ſouldiers ſtrong, and with 
two great pieces centred vpon all places round 
| about, andalſovpon Felec. Thence heewrote

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torh»adioyning cities, that they ſhould not. 
reſiſt, burrhar willingly they ſhould admit the 
goucrnmenr of the Tranfiluanians, affirming 
thar this tourney was made with the fore- 
knowledge and conſent of the Chriſtian 
States, and threatning all extrenuties to thoſe 
that reſiſted, | 

This Proclamation being recciued , ' they 
ſubdued very many citics and caſtles; namely 


Faccinm, Tirnave, Nentre, Nonigrade, Poſting and 


others, the Heiduckes of 1arymth apprehending 
theirowne Captaine,and delivering him vpto 

their power, with the Forr. | 
Afterwards Newhouſe was taken in, and the 
Gouernour of the Garriſon ſouldiers being 
bound in fetters,and depriued of all his moue- 
ables, was ſent to Caſſove : wherealittle before, 
namely vpon the firſt of September the Tran- 
filuanians triumphed with ſo great diſchar- 
ging of Ordinance, that the noyſe thereof 
reached vnto Cemorch , which Fort, as aH{0 1an- 
ris haue abode conſtant in their loyaltie to- 
wards the Emperour, although the Tranfilua- 
nians had poſleſſed the Ile, and ſohad opened 

2 paſlage for themſeclues to other places. 

,- When the PalativeP.Elector was certified of 
his ele&tion made by the States of Bo*emza,hee 
iudged notraſhly ro aduenture thercon- , not 
being ignorant with how great moleſtarions, 
cares, labours and daungers this dignitie was 
_ toyned, 
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ioyned, thereforc he beganne to call this bufi- 
neſſe into deliberation, and to conſult rhereof 
wich Princes and Stares who wereallied vnto 
him by kindred and acquammtance, ard com- 
maunded that publicke prayer ſhould be made 
upon certainedaycs through his whole coun- 
rey. 

Ar length hee being mooned with cerratne 
reaſons,thought it fir to obey the will of God 
and his vocation. Therefore the affaires in the 
Palatincthip beirg ſect in order, arid the politi- 
call[gouernment being commirred to 19/1: Bi. 
port, and matters of warre being reterrcd to 
John Naſſawe the clder,with the Princefle,with 
his children , and with his whole houſe hee 
went to 4 mberg. | $ 

They of Brufdes were ſaide about this time 
to be cntred into ſedition , becauſe of exaRti- 
ons , and of publicke impoſirions : bur the 
multirudes of Spaniſh ſouldiers gathering 
head quieted them, - © + | 

' BucquoyVpon his forſaking of Robemia,tooke 
in Horne a towne of lower «_Aftria, and placed 
a Garriſon therein : bur after obſerving that 
it could not bee retained, the Garriſon being 
called away, -vpon the -fift of © OtFober hee 
came tO Rare, and after to Syame atownein 
Avravia, with ninethouſand horſe and foore, 
and prefently with great importunitic deman- 
ded thattheirtowne ſhould bee deliuered vp?

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But when the Garriſon, theſe threatnings be- 
ing neglected , prepared for defence , and 
kn-we that twelue thonſand Hungarians and 
Tranfiluanians were ready at hand, "hee raiſed 
the Campe and departed , to ioyne himſclfe 
with Tamprey. 

In the m#ane ſpace the Tranſi luanians drew 
neare, and ioyned themſeclues withthe Bohe- 
mian and Morauian Campe. This being 
knowne , ſome enſignes of the Hungarians 
who were vnder7ampier , leauing his Campe 
reuoulted tothe Tranſiluanians. When there- 
fore Turren {awe that his Army was augmen- 
ted with the Hungarians and Tranſ* luanians 
to be about rwentie {ixe thouſand, vpon deli- 
beration with Keds hee determined to meete 
andto fight with g«cquey and 7:mpier Bur for 
ro try their ſtrength Tampiey ſent foorth three 
Companies , | which for the moſt parr were 
ſlaine by the Hungarians. Whereupon guc- 
gnoy ſeeing himſelfe roo weake , the former 
ſtation being lefr, pitched his campe at the ou- 
ter bridge of Danow , 'whithier '7:opoid the 
Arch-Duke cane from Pies to vicw the Ar- 
my. . Burthe enemy with grear fury purfuing 
the rereward puttoflight, fi ue handred of the 
Tampiers company. *: 

- Bur preſently the Bohemians comming 
forward, and-the- Mountaine and the nexc 
Wood being poſſeſſed, they drew ncarer and 
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nearer towards them. Leopold preſwaccd Bucs 
quoy to fight, and to try the vory extremity : 
but he rcfuſing rhe counſcll that was ioyned 
with very great peril], kept himſclfe in the 
campe : butyer the Archduke being returned 
into the cittic, the Battle beganne about euc- 
ning, and was continued vnnll 2bout mid- 
night, the Artilerie on both ſides being dif- 
charged, with no ſma!l lofſe vpon both fides, 

The next day, when for a thicke miſt they 
could not lookeabour,and when they thought 
that the Bohemians were retired, to paſſe oucr 
Dazow at Fiſchet, and with their campe to poſ- 
ſeſſe the other ſide of the Riuer, Bucquoy ſent 
his Souldicrs to ſtop that paſſage. Bur after 
the miſt breaking vp, when they who were in 
the Vauntgard had already gotten ouer the 
Bridge with many Gunnes, and the Rerewa:d 
was yet inthe campeat the Bridge, the Bohe- 
mians in great number comming vpon them, 
endeauoured to take the bridge from them, 
Whereupon a great fight was\made, and a 
great company 0n both f{ides were flaine with 
the often ſhooting of Gunnes. The greateſt 
loſle fell out in the campe of Bucqwy, three 
barrels of Gunpowder being fired by negli- 
gence of ſouldiers, which not onely killed 
many bur cauſed thoſe that were ſcorched in 
quenching the firc, to: bec drowned in D4- 
Bow, 


Buoquoy., 
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Brequoy, Dampier, and other captaines dilis 
ently encouraged their fouldiersto fighr,and 
i ſtained the Enemy vntill-night, which com- 
ming on, when they ſaw that the fort raiſcd 
before the Bridge was aſſaulted, with great 
courage they rooke thence the Garriſon, 0- 
verthrew the bridge, and fo betooke them- 
{clues to reſt, Whileſt the skirmiſh laſted, the 
Hungarians that yet remained inthe eof 
Dampter,the carriages which they were ſet to 
keepe, being ranſacked and fired berook them- 
ſclues ro flight. The numberthatwereſflaine 
was vncertaine, for the wounded the next 
day in many waines were carried to Fiewna, 
who afterwards dyed in great number, Buc- 
gue? himſelfe was wounded :n thearme with a 
ullet, and his chicfe Colonel was. wounded 

thrice, but dyed not; Thnky nr Be 2 
Bethlem Gabir Prince of Tranfoluania, in the 
meane ſpace with a great army that he condu- 
ed weat towards Psſon, and rooke the Caſtle 
of Petrenel by force, which heraſed., This ru- 
mour comming to Yiena, three companies 
of Souldicrs with three brazen pieces being 
ſhipped were ſent into Pofer, and centred into 
the ſuburbs vponthe thirteench of October. 
This night was: very tempeſtuous, therefore 
the 7 ranſi'wanraxs, preaſſed vpon them fearing 
no ſuch thing, and puttoflightagreat part of 
theſe ſouldicrs, their capraine I wfunbacs with 
B 3 a tew' 
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2 fewe eſcaping by flight. The Suburb being 
taken, Bet hlew Gaber Prince of Travfiinans com- 
maunded the Prince Palatine to an{were him, 
whether hee' would defend rhe citric and the 
caltle, or thar he ſhould yeelde withourforce, 
certainedayecs beingpermitred for deliberati- 
on, who taking aduice with Pale and with 0- 
thers of theNobilitic; ' when: hee could doc 
honeorher,; determined ro yeelde. There- 
fore thecitic being raken in ,'. the Prince of 
Trwſi nav commanded that a Sermon ſhould 
bee made:in the Cathedrall Church vpon the 
twenty of .dFvber,and thencepalsing into the 
caſtle viewed rhe Crowne of Hungary, and the 
otherornaments of the Kingdome,and retur- 
ning into the citte entertained the Prince Pala- 
1zye and other Nobles to dinner. 

In rhe meane ſpace the Pa/atine P. Elefor 
the Elected K. of Bohemia departing from 4m- 
berg;came to Waltſxchs,where the Embaſſ:dors 
of the Prouinccs vnitcd into Bohemia , met 
him, with'cighteene coaches :: thence they 
went tO Fgra, thence to Fa/gvuenaue and to Seat, 
and fo to other places with the gratulation 
and toy of all citizens, vntillat length he came 
to Praz#, into which he entred with very great 
pompe, andalinleafter was preſent inthcir 
Parlcamenr, | | 
. » Erneſt Count eMansfield that he might reco- 
uerplaces rakenin by B»cquey,, vponthe three 


and 
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and :wentith of 0Fober went with his Souldi- 
ers 10 H'zxterburg , and preſently a Fort and the 
caappcll being taken that was builded vnder 
the ca\tle,l:e exhortcd the Captaine to yeelde, 
and when hee faide hee would rather looſe his 
life then gratifie hts enemy-': the Count batte- 
ring the gate entred,and fIcweallthe Garriſon, 
exccpta fewe Priſoners. 

This being done , other townes and places 
yeelded of theirowne accord, their garriſons 
paſsing to Budwirz, Thence the Count going 
to Pragadvt, and finding the garriſon to reſiſt, 
wich great violence tookethe towne ans flee 
them all ypon the twenty foure of Odfober,| 

Herman Frence, a garriſon being left in 7 has 
bor, went with his Army towards Wodter, and 
knowing that the captaine of this towne was 
bot furniſhed with a ſufficient guard, and thay 
two Noble men of Bohemia, whe had hitbexto 
ſerucd vnder the Emperour , were gone into 
this towne, all paſſages being beficged, tooke 
ordcrto beatcall the fouldigrs fromahetow- 
ers and walls,  andto buriſt opena gate ;'but 
throgh valiant refifiance of the garrifon cauid 
doe no good, vnull thenex: diy a Trumperour 
being {cnt,the Captaine coucnznted to depart: 
which Ire willingly-permitied izzyerfo bat 
they thould deliver the ewo Nohle-men,who, 
the rowne being taken in,were carried ani par 
into the towel at:Prage 2 veherc: an. the meane

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ſeaſon Fredericke P,EleRtor Po/atine was crow + 
ned King of Bohemia,in Now-mber : andinthe 
ſame moneth E/izabery his wife, Princeſſe of 
Great Britain was crowncd Queene, 

Atthis time in France Conae was [et at liber- 
tic, and ſome perſwaded, that ncither fide of 
the Germans was to be holpen, becauſe France 
had recciued no ſmall profic from the Princes 
thereof, 

Grearcalami:y did now alſo oppreſſe lower 
Auflris , the ſouldiers on cuery ſtde mectin 
there,and wonderfully exaſperating this mil. 
chiefe,bur rhe inhabitants in great number 
with their wiues and chiidren ficd to other 
places. | | | 

Art Vienna the ſouldiers of gucquey , and of 
Demprier,walted the villages and other rownes;, 
that no profit mightthenceredound to the c- 
nemy, inſomuch that vituals encreaſed ſtill 
theirpriceat Yiewws; furthermore from high- 
cr Az/iria an Army was ſent vnder the Gene- 
rall Sterenberg, who preſcrued paſſage to both 
tho bankes of Danew , by waſting and taking 
inthe villages and townes that appertained to 
the Catholickes: burthey commaunding the 
Monaſtery of ca1#/que to yeelde , and not be- 
ing obeyed fired the towne, and aſſaulted the 
caſtle, ynrtill chey were hindered by fowle 
weather, 

Zacquoy and Dampicy vnderſtanding that the 


Hku- 
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Funzarians at Poſon,paſsing ouer Danow had put 
to flight 7747nburg the Coronell in open warre, 
thonghrt frto ſuccour him wich ſome certaine 
thouſunds , and with fixe hundred barded 
horſe, 
Therefore they ioyning battle, many were 
flainc on both ſides, and 2«cquoy was ſtricken 
n his Armour with a ſhort ſword, and very 
many were wounded, who were afterwards 
carriedto Y:euna: butathouſand and fix hun- 
dred of the troopes of p«cquoy pailed away tg 
the Hungarians their countrey-men. 
Vpon the moneth of November the Protc- 
ftants aſſembled a Parlement at Norimberg, 
where the King of gohemra, and many other 


great Princes met, and gaueanſwere tothe 


Embaſſadours ofthe Emperour : who , vpon 
the twenty foure of November came from 
Greatst0Yierra, where hec was entertained by 
Leopold the Arch-Duke. 

Cay1ſan a certaine Captaine of the Bohemj- 
an forces comming with foure rhuuſand to 
Creames, opened one gate with Artillery, and 
the other with fire : bur yet could nottakethe 
citiebecauſe of the Port-cullis : not onely the 
ſouldiers,bur alſo the women powred ſcalding 
liquor, and pitch-barrels vpon their heads, ſo 
that they were conſtrained to retirc with the 
loſſe of ſome rwo hundred. 


After this there came from cXMrZxin oucrr 
EC the 
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the Alpes through Helneiis into the Biſhop- 
ricke of Paſ/awe,about eight thouſerd ſoulcicrs 
ſtrong, and markes of greateſt crucl:te beirg 
Icft there, when they could nor paſſe into kigh- 
er -uſi:14, be _ thatall the paſſages were 
ſtopped by the countrey people, {ome of them 
paſſed towards 8wawi7 in Bohrymia, vnder Co- 
ronell 2alt/aſar. 

The Emperour being come into Yienna, the 
Hungarians and Bohemians in great number 


marched towards N;ſcher, and thence towards 


Viewna by Eberfdorte, which they tooke in, ſen- 
ding the garriſon to Y;ewne, and ſo ſpoiled all 
the villages and townes , not without great 
ſlaughter. 

Thereupon the eountrey people in great 
companies cameinto Yienna, and made victu- 
als exceeding deare. 7 wre»and Rerhlem Gaby, 
Prince of Tranſy/uania, who had beſieged the 
citic, affirming for certain,thar if the conſorts 
of their Religion hadnor beene therein, they 
would haue conſtrained them to haue yeelded 
through famine. 

In the meane ſpace Hamanoie with cight 
thouſand Polonians to tric his deftinie , made 
an tnrode into Hungary :| but by Kagors, whom 
the Prince of Tranſilnanis had left at Caſſove, he 
being ſubducd loſt a company of his ſouldi- 
ers. 

Thereupon ioyning forces with Radulen,and 
Count 
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Count Althew, having ten thouſand ſouldiers, 

hee againe marched againſt him, A great bat- 

tle being fought and continucd all night long, 

_ three thouſand were flaine vpon both 
des, 

Thenthe Polonians departing and counter- 
feiting light, preſently the Hungarian foore 
fell vpon the ſpoile : but they were for the 
moſt part flaine by the polonians, who retur- 
ned againe, and the Hungarian horſe fled. Ra- 

gar" eſcaping by flight, ſought to repaire hus 
rmy. 

Ne ertheleſſe the Prince of Trmn/iluaniavn- 
derſtanding of this ſlaughter,ceaſed to beſtege 
Vienna( Reae being ſent with part of the Army 
into vpper Hungerre,) and returned to Poſon  E- 
denburg being by compoſition taken in,and for- 
tified with a Garriſon of foure hundred ſoul- 
diers. 

Alſo Count Mansfield tooke in Peſec, the 
garriſon being ſent away with their Armes; 
but the Captaine,who was a Spaniard, and va- 
liantly had ſuſtained the fiege by the ſpace 
of amoneth : was carried to Pr/ſme , and the 
towne that was made deſolate by the impert- 
als, was repairedand fortified with a ſtronger 
garriſon, < 

In the moneth of December a great gaping 
appeared intheskie, inthe faſhion of Armies 
comming from the South and North , and 
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fehting each with other, vntiil the Southerne 
army was oucrcome and put to flight, 

Vponthe ſixteenth of Deremb.y lobn-Charles 
the elder ſonne of the Emperor dycd at Greats, 

Inthe meanc ſpace at Prague, by the com- 
mandement of the King of Bohemia, being rc- 
turned from the Parliament of Neremberg,lma- 
ges and Starues, with all Altars were remoned 
from the Cathedrall Church of the Tower, 
the Kings Chaplaine making a Sermon, and 
laying downe the caufe of that bulinelle a- 
mongſt others, becauſe the King could no 
l9ngcr for his conſcience beareIdolatric in his 
ſight. 

Alſo the King vpon inquiſition made, in- 
co the corners of Rogues and of Whoores, 
commanded the Citie to be purged from all 
filthynefſeand diſhoneſty, and that an Hoſpi- 
tall ſhould bee builded for the poore and 
aged, 

Vpon the twenty ſeventh of December a 
Sonne was borneto the King of Bohemia, for 
which cauſc, congratulation was made by the 
Officers, andprayers were made to God, 

Onthe other ſide, no ſmall helpe was dc- 
creed to the Emperour by the King of Spaine, 
and the Pope commanded no ſraallcontriburi- 
on to Spirituall and Eccleſiaſticall perſons 
through ralie, Spaine, Brabant, Flanders and 0- 
ther prouinces. | 

Tlie 
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The prince Flector of Sexonic is f2id tobe 
Neuter, andonely preparcth to defend him- 
ſelf. 

Burquoy making an inrode towards vpper 
Auſtria, tooke 1p/cn, a towne that was deſtitute 
of Garriſon. But before his comming, S:ercx- 
berg, the chiefe Generall of this province(rhe 
 fiedge of the Monaſtery Mo/que being raiſed) 
returncd to the limits with his Army, to wait 
for the coming of 3ucquoy.In the meane ſeaſon, 
the countrie people led with thezeale of Re- 
ligion , killed 2nd put to flight the Iralians 
that remained of the army of Zalthaf:r, who 
made inroades trom the vpper patt. But Cay- 
pezana Colonell of the Bohemians tookeand 
raſed Gotvien, the moſt ftrong Monaſtery of 
Lower Auſtria. 

Hitherto a great number of Horſe and 
Foote was gathered for the Emperour, and for 
the prince of Benaria, in the Territories of 
Cslen,and in theadioynmng countries. For the 
kindring of theſe expeditions, the States of 
the vniced provinces of the Low Countries, 
writing once or twice to the Electors of Cole 
and 7 riers,cxhorted them largely ro maintaine 
the league, and not to permit any thing ro be 
done againſt their confederates ; but moſt c- 
ſpecially, not agairſt the prince Pa/arme Elc- 
&or, except they would: haue the ſeme to te 
alſo donc in their prounces, 
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Part of this Army ſet forward vndzer the 
gouernment of Ceuns Lsvpien, and of the Co- 
lonet Lanrsb-rger, who when they could not 
obraine paſſage through Ha, and through 
the countie of Neffawe, they iourning through 
Veverave paſſed into Francence, and there with 
great diſcommodity of the Herbipslenſians, be- 
cauſe the Army ofthe vnited Princes & States 
oppoſed ; they were conſtrained ro abide 
there ſome certaine weeks, They were about 
foure thouſand, whom,ſo many others follow- 
edalittle after. But the !ſenburgenſians,and the 
Hanouians oppoling,and not willing inany ſort 
to permit paſſage, they were conſtrained to re- 
turne the way thatthey came, and in very cold 
weather to paſſe ouer the Rbine.But the prince 
Of Bavaria being certified of the deniall of paſ- 
ſage, preſently ſent Embaſſadours, who agreed 
vpon certaine articles for paſſage, Which a- 
greement being made, the Army paſſed to the 
Biſhoprike of _-chſtelrr, and there abode cer- 
taine daics, with great loſle of the inhabi- 
tants. 

In the meane ſpacea league was concluded 
berwixt the Emperor and Bethiem Gaber prince 
Of 7ranſiluanta, vntill the feaſt of Saint Michael, 
1620, 

Abour this rime Tifenbach the Colonel of the 
Mraman torces comming with his army ro 
Avvlanbaurg, obtained the Towne without any 
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great 1:bovur, but fixe hundred Dampirigny de- 
fend'd moſt valiently the Caſtle, notwith- 
ſtanding at length when they had repelled the 
aſſailants at certainetimes,ar.d had flaineabout 
two hundred,and ſaw that 7:tenbach endeauou- 
redto enter, by mounting againſt them thir- 
tcene great Gunnes : they being deſtitute of 
powder and of other things, requeſted palce, 
and couenanted with bag and baggage to de- 
part, except they were relieued within three 
daies, Count Neero! with three others, being 
inthe meane ſpace left in the Campe for pled- 
ges. When therefore, for the bridge caſt 
downe in Danew, they could not recciue aide 
from Dampier ; the time being expired, they 
yeclded yp the Caſtle, wherein betides much 
Wine and corne, there were found cight 
and thirty great pieccs of Ordinance, and 
moueables belonging to Cardinall Dt» ich- 
ſein, anda grear booty that had becn taken by 
Dampier. 

In the former yeare, a grieuous contention 
did ariſe betwixt two Noblemen of Buhemra ; 
namely, betwixt Henrie Slavet and Warterbery,. 
abour the deceaſed Baron of Smrr{ijcen. For 
he dying withourtan Heire, being vnmorried, 
lefttwo Siſters, and the one that marricd to 
$lavit entred as fole Heirelle, but Wartenh:rg 
entring the caſtle, freed the other ſiſter lorg 
detained in priſon,and maricd her,and entring 
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vpon the poſſeision of the caſtle and towne, 
bound the ſubitects tohira with an oath. This 
yexecd S/1y47, and therefore he tramed his afti- 
on. againſt him : who being called to Prague 
apveared there , and put in ſecuitie, But the 
_ K. of Bahemir ſend Commilltarics, who ſhould 
comprimiſe the caſ= concerning thetown and 
the caſtle, | | 

| But it came to paile whiles theſe Commil- 
faries were deciding the controuerſie for S/a- 
«at,and had commaunded the wife of Warten- 
berg to depar: from the towne and caſtle , and 
toreſtore them to S/anit, ſheebcing enflamed 
with furic 2nimatcd the ſouldiers, which ſhee 
had there to defend the caſtle, Therefore one 
of them centred into the chamber, whercin 
many barrels of Gun-powder were layed vp, 
and careleſly moouing a match neare to the 
powder, ſetthe ſame on fire, and blew vp the 
whole caſtle with all that were therein. Who 
wereall the Commiſlarics with their ſeruants 
2nd other attendants, about threeſcore, and 
alſo the contending partics ; Namely Slawata, 
and the wife of /Yartenberz, with the women, 
ſeruants and ſouldiers which they had with 
them , belides other hurt that it did in the 
towne. 

The King of Bo%emit in Febrnary came to 
Brinn , and was receiued bythe States with 
great pompc: where he tooke the oath of loy- 
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ajtic fronrtheScatcs; andeonfirmedg!l privi-. 
ledges vntothem, and { ſer forwand into, S:/e- 
ſia. Hee being ſcarce: deharted, rhe Coſacces a-, 
bour foure. thouſand comming from Poland. 
made inrades;into <2torava :.but not long tar- 
rying there, their journey becing continued 
 nightandday , and guides bcing ſent before 
who had knowledge of rhe places, the bridges 
being alwayes ouerthrowne, which they had, 
paſſed, leſt any ſhould follow at their backes. 
Inthcir tourncy they ranſacked many townes 
and villages, andamonegſt them Meſcriz,yhere- 
In at that very time a marriage of a certaine 
Noble-man yas celebrarcd, and they tooke a 
great bootie and brauc apparell, which after-" 
wards they ſold for alitle at V7enna. The horte- 
men of Moravia followed themſomewhat roo 
late; but yetabout midnight ouerekrew them 
ncaretothe banke of Dangw,vpon the tenth of 
February, and diſtreſſed about a thouſind of 
them, the reſidue with admiration of all men E 
ſwimning through Danew, and all ouer wet 
entringinro;/enns, wherelodging was alsi- 
gned to them inthe Suburbs. . 
Thcſec ſouldiers afterwards making inroads 
intolower Auffrta, madcall places dangerous, 
ſpoiled ſqme kiftic villages of the P79:eRants, 
and cauſed, that the cougtrey people in great 
number with their wiucs and chilgren fixing 
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into the woods, miſcrably periſhedthrough 
| famine and cold. Eight thouſand wereſaide 
to followe afterthem, therefore the Siteſfane 
and cA/ravians muſtered ſouldiers to hinder 
them of paſſage,and ſending meſſengers to the 
Prince of Trarfilneanis who requeſted ayde, 
and threatned a contrary inrode of Turkes and 
Tartars into Poland, if it againe ſhould endea- 
your any thing aeainft his dominion, or the 
 domiiton of his confederates, (although the 
King 0f Po/ard anſwered that he knewe not of 
ther comming) and furthermore ſent an em- 
bafſage vnro Yiewna, that except thelc Coſacces 
beeing called into the Prouince againſt the 
league were againe dimifſed, hee would pre- 
ſently come with ſixteene thouſand Hungari- 
ansand helpe the oppreſſed, 

Attheſame time Burgwry going about to re. 
uvengethe loſſethat hee had recetued not long 
before by the Bohemians at Chirfe, with eighe 
thouſand horſe and foote marched towards 
Langeloſe. 

There were there nine companies in garri- 
fon vnder Count Marsfield;but the Count him- 
ſelfe was gone to Prague. When they came 
thether , certaine troupes being ſent before, 
and the reftdue detained in ambuſh, hee drewe 
the Mavsfeidiansout of the towne intothe ame» 


buſh, Therefore agreat fight being __—_

the tronpes of horſe being putto feht, abour 
nine hundred foore wereronted, burthe reſi- 
duceſcaped with the loſle of fiue enſignes,and 
_ foure hundred were flaine vpon the other 

© " x 
A few dayes after an aſſault being made vp- 
onthe troupe of Helach, they ronted three- 
ſcore. Likewiſe alſo the imperiall ſouldiers 
who werc in garriſonat La, fallying foorth 
flewe about rwo hundred of the Salerxian ſoul- 
dicrs : andithe Coſacces oppreſſed and ronted 2 
troupe of Holaghien horſe ina certaine village. 
Dampier vnderſtanding of this ſucceſle, ioyned 
campe with Bucquey,and determined to march 
_ thenext way towards Prague, S& Bucgnoy coman- 
ded,that cach one ſhould prouide himſelfe of 
powder and victuals for the ſpace of fix dayes. 
But Chriſtian Prince _Anhais with the Buhe- 
mian and Morauian troupes beipg gathered 
together without delay to Egenbure, the offi- 
cers and ſouldiers that wandred vp and downe 
in Pregze,being commaunded within the ſpace 
oftwenty foure hours to appeare inthe cape, 
wndcr a great penaltic. 

Inthe mcane ſpace the Spaniards, whom we 
faide aboue, vnder the gouernment of Baitbs- 
ſar to haue come to Cramenre, andto Fudwits, 
making an inrodetowards Wecrawand Progeer 
did mightily molcſtthe inhabitants with ſpoi- 
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WIngdnd fyrihe:and afterthedepartore of 9u7- 
 q#65;againe waſted the towne that before had 
beenerepaired. i: © 0: ot GN 1 790, 00 1:0 
. i2Vpon the rworand twentithiof February the 
ſouldiers in grcat abundance ſet forward from 
ZFudwitz,and comming to: hme, which is three 
miles diftant from Thabor , and fcated-vpon 
A»l4awe,cauſcd irrtoyectde, andigaue l-aueto 
the garriſon tb deparr.-But ſeeing that the 
rowne could not be held, they ranſacked and 
left it', and thence paſſed to Beleſchin and ro 
1;:1;2a4c,returning at length with a great boo- 
ticvnto their fellowcs: whichthings cauſed a» 
gaine that-a muſteringwas made,and that eue- 
ry wenticth perſon was commaundedro bee 

readyartall times. | 
Afﬀecer that the King of Bohemia was depar- 
red from Moravia he came with great triumph 
to Yratiſlane, where foure Canons, an Abbot, 
and a Prior of the Monaſteries appearing in 
the Court tookethe oath of allegiance, which 
likewiſe about noone was done by the citi- 
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Allthings being proſperouſly done , when 
in the meane ſpace Embaſſadours were come 
fromthe King of De»marke to the King of ''s- 
hemiz , ſome were appointed bythe Princes of 
Sileſia tor an embaſſage to bee ſentto Conſlan- 
#-0p/c,and into Poland, inthename ofthe Kin 5 
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of Bohemia,and of the incorporated Provinces; 
but the King having viewed the city allabour, 
and the Cathearall Church being ſaluted, al- 
ſo allpriviledges being confirmed, ſetled him- 
{-!fcto take a tourney into Luſatia :' but newes 
beirg recciued-of rhe endeauours of Bacquoy, 
he iudged ir better to deferre that iourney vn- 
till another time,2nd returned to Prague, 

The Catholickes againe celebrated a tubrly, 
the Pope ſo ordering and commaunding, that 
prayers ſhould be powred forth for the ſafety 
of the Emperour, and for the preſeruarion of 
Carholicke Religion in rhe Fmpire. When 


_ this feaſt, or rather faſt to the Catholickes was 


warned in the Church of Srephan atiYViewna a- 
bout cighrof the clocke in the morning vpon 
the three and twentith of 'February,thundrings 
andlightnings were feene altogerher in an vn- 
vſuallfaſhion ; not withour the great amaze- 
ment of all. | 
A ſtrange relation, _ 

* Inthemeane ſeaſon, Prince 4nhat Iabou- 
boured by 21! meanes to hinder Bncquey (vcho, 
vpon the twenty fourth of Februzry had loſt 
two hundred Sonldters in affaulting Grerfens 
fternto no purpoſe) from comming to. Prague, 
Therefore gathering - Army to-Egenburz, 
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he beftegedall the paſſages of that place : fur. 
thermore he fought with the Imperials, and 
nota fery on both ſides were laine, vnrill at 
length they ioyned in maine Battell, wherein 
 Bucquey his forces were ronted and put to ex- 
ecution, although they vere farrc more in 
gumber, 

ts reported that one of the Caſacees run- 
ning, lifred Dampier vpon an horſe, and ſa 
preſcrucd his life ; who af:crwards retuning 
to Fienzs, complained much of the improut- 
dent caic of. Bucquy, becauſe hee refuſed to 
fight, ynrill the Armics were come into ſtraite 
paſſages and narrow places. 

Bucquey being fled, a great rich beoty was 
intcrcepred, the Imperials reuolted ,, Boheme, 
CHorania, Sileſia, Lnſatia, and 4uftria, yea, and 
He zgary, were confirmed to the King of Be- 
bemis, and in a word, all fignes of future pro- 
ſperity profered themſelues to him, but the 
_ contrary to his enemies. 

Yca alittle after at Pregnea Parliament was 
kept, whercin they propounded the example 
of the vnited Prouinces in the Low Coun- 
tries to be imitated by them, if ſo be thar all 
Poperic ſhould endcauour. to make their do- 
minions theappointed field for warre : andif 
they cannor like Hfricanss, make the warres 

to aſccad Qucr into the countrics of their e- 
| | | | gcmies 
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acmics. Amore ſafe, cafic, frugall, and hes 
nourable warre. Burt other arguments , and 
ſome more ſtrong are not too popularly tobe 
expreſſed, | 

Prince _Anhalt is faide to bee gone to giue - 
his attendance vpon Bucquoy, who is repor- 
ted to bee fallen into melancholy (peraduen- 
ture aduſt) at Creams. 

But rather the Loilerian Phormines ſeemeto 
bee blamed then Bucquey, becauſe they make 
none ende with their talkatiue experience to 
violate the very Principles of Warre , and 
of Peace, and yer thcy muſt maſtcr the often 
tried pratife of Commaunders in both , al. 
though perpetuall ruine manifeſteth their fol- 
ly to the world. 

About this time was an aſſembly of E- 
Icors at Aral/honſe , whercin Mentz., Colow, 
and Saxon were preſent : and Triers ſent his 
Embaſſadour. They deliberated to turne away 
the miſcry that is likely to fall ypon the Em- 
perour, &c. 

Burt the Prince of Yinarie gathered ſouldi- 
ers for the Bohemians in the vnited prouin- 
ces of the Lowe Countries : and the States 
there deliberated of fending a Nauy into 4- 
werice, the Merchants beſtowinga vaſt ſumme 
ef moncy ypon this vie , which with haſt 
they intend to employ, leaſt any one ſhould 
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xarſacke the Campe before them ..* -..., 
'.. Whenafter this diſmall-day to Bucquoy, he 
was returned to Creames, the Coſacces began a- 
eaine with moſt terrible fyring and:ſpoyling 
to ſharke into. lower An//ria : and ſparing 
neither Proteſtants nor Papiſts, procured ſo 
great enuy to themſelues amongſt all; in fo 
much that they were partly ſlaine by their 
owne fellowe ſouldicrs : namely, the Wat- 
lon, for committing of ſacriledge, and part- 
Iy were ſent priſoners to Crrames. 

The Emperour by Proclamation required 


the Auftriaxs to rake theoath of allegiance, or 
elſe ro bee denounced andproceeded againſt 


as Rebels : bur it 1s apparent, that: as the 
Emperour propounded this in a bad time, 


ſo that they will followe the courſe of the 


world , . moſt to regard the ariling King of 


Bobemia. . . | | 


- And. as.in a falling houſe the lefſer tim- 
ber followeth the greater, ſo doth it befall 
the Emperour : for euen thoſe Souldicrs 
who-ſometime had tarried in. Yeteraui4, as 

ce ſaide afore,' and. could not obrtaine pa(- 
ſag2, being repelled by the Counts.of Ferera- 
«14, when they had alſo beene very trouble- 


ſome to the countrey people in the, terriro- 
Ticof Triers, endeauoured to paſſe oucr in- 


to the Dioccſle of Cole» : but the countrey 
| pcople 
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people reſiſted them with ſuch force, thatal- 
though they had fired ſome of their villa- 
ges, yet the fire becing neglected, they flew 
many of the ſouldiers, and compelled che re- 
Edue to flic, 

Of them alſo who hauing obtaincd paſ- 
ſage, were come to the borders of Fanart, 
ſome of them falling intoſedicion, rent their 
colours, and went to ſerue vnder cMar- 
qieſſe Onoltzbac , and the others returned 
home, 

The Marquelle of Darlech with an Army 
of the vnicced Electors and States is gone to 
Briſceue , and abideth in the middcſt betwixt 
Priſac and Fribwg, and hath ſignified to the 
bordering States , that hee is commaunded 
to hinder the paſſage of ſouldiers into 4& 
altd., 

: Not long after Leopa/d the Arch Duke 
ſent Embaſladors to entrear paſſage for his 
ſouldiers , to whom rhe Marqueſſe anſwe- 
red, that hee. could not + but that they 
ſhould goc vnto Ozalizbar there to obtaine 
leauc. 

It is alſo reported, and that by cſpeci- 
all good and great intelligence , that ſince 
Bucqnoy his ouerthrowe , ſome three thou- 
ſand Italians comming to Buawiiz., and thence 
palsing forward in Fohemia, were _- by 
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ſome of the King of Bohemia his forces , 


where after Skirmiſh they being rowted, ficd 
backe againe to Buawiz, leauing dead 
behind them, about ſome lite. 
hundred of their 
company,
